SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 


Ripon  is  an  old  Cathedral  City  and  Market  Town  in  the  centre 
of  an  agricultural  and  residential  neighbourhood.  The  historic 
interest,  ancient  relics  and  the  beauty  of  the  surrounding  country¬ 
side  draw  many  visitors  to  the  City. 


The  subsoil  consists  principally  of  gravel,  with  red  sand  in 
the  centre  of  the  City.  The  height  above  sea  level  varies  from 
70  to  200  feet,  the  Market  Place  being  at  a  height  of  130  feet. 
The  climate  is  comparatively  mild. 


Three  rivers,  Ure,  Skell  and  Laver  flow  into  the  district  and 
form  a  confluence,  to  leave  the  City  boundary  as  the  River  Ure. 
These  rivers  greatly  facilitate  the  natural  drainage  of  the  district, 
but  are  the  cause  of  occasional  flooding  in  the  low-lying  areas 
of  the  City. 


The  chief  industries  are  paint  and  varnish  manufacturing 
in  which  trade  five  firms  are  occupied,  other  principal  trades 
being  distributing  and  marketing  organizations,  two  engineering 
works  and  two  sawmills.

As  has  been  frequently  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the 
year  by  year  figures  of  Infantile  and  Maternal  Mortalities  are 
subject  to  considerable  fluctuation,  on  account  of  the  small  numbers 
of  actual  cases  on  which  they  are  based.  It  has,  therefore,  been 
my  practice  to  place  more  reliance  on  the  ten  years  average.  This 
year  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  58.8,  (England  and  Wales 
58).  The  average  of  the  previous  ten  years  is  54.9. 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths  this  year  ;  the  Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  3.9.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at 
the  County  Laboratories  ;  arrangements  are  also  in  force  with 
Dr.  S.  Miller,  Clinical  Laboratory,  Harrogate,  and  with  W.  Cuthbert, 
M.Sc.,  Ripon. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  Practitioners. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  Cases — Motor  Ambulance  owned  by  Joint  Hospital 
Committee. 

Non- Infectious  Cases — Motor  Ambulance  owned  and  manned  by 
the  Ripon  (men’s)  Detachment  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

These  facilities  are  adequate  for  the  district, 
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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  District  Nursing  of  the  City  is  carried  out  by  two  District 
Nurses,  with  the  help  and  supervision  of  the  Matron  of  the 
Victoria  Nursing  Institution. 

Expectant  mothers  are  seen  by  the  Matron  of  the  Nursing 
Institution,  who,  together  with  the  District  Nurses,  keeps  these 
mothers  under  regular  observation,  and  later,  every  effort  is  made 
to  influence  the  mothers  to  bring  their  babies  and  any  children 
under  5  years  of  age  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  private  Nursing  of  the  town  and  district  is  generally 
undertaken  by  the  Nurses  from  the  Nursing  Institution. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  under  the  County  Council  and  under  the  charge  of  the 
County  School  Medical  Officer,  who  attends  once  a  fortnight, 
and  by  a  whole  time  nurse  who  also  acts  as  School  Nurse.  A 
Voluntary  Committee  of  Ladies  gives  assistance  at  the  weekly 
meetings  of  the  Centre. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

This  is  held  once  a  month  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
at  3,  College  Road.  The  average  number  of  cases  attending  (Ripon 
and  District)  is  12. 


Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  by  the  County  Council  under  which 
cases  attend  at  the  General  Infirmary,  Leeds,  or  the  Harrogate 
and  District  Hospital.  When  necessary  travelling  expenses  can 
be  paid. 


HOSPITALS— PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  infectious  diseases  hospital  is  situated  within  the  City, 
and  is  controlled  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  Members  of  the  Ripon 
City  Council,  Ripon  and  Pateley  Rural  District  Council,  and  Wath 
Rural  District  Council.  It  is  well  situated  on  an  open  site,  and 
the  accommodation  is  suitable  and  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
area. 
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The  Hospital  is  provided  with  an  up-to-date  steam  disinfector 
and  has  a  motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  patients. 

Extensive  re-decoration,  the  installation  of  electric  lighting, 
and  other  improvements  were  made  during  the  year. 


Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  for  Smallpox,  which  is  situated  well  out  in  the 
country,  is  under  the  same  Joint  Committee. 

It  is  a  wooden  building,  and  has  no  drainage  system  or  gas 
supply.

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

At  the  Victoria  Nursing  Institution  5  beds  are  available  for 
maternity  cases  ;  2  in  separate  private  wards,  and  3  in  a  public 
ward. 

6  State  registered  and  certified  midwives  are  employed  by  the 
Home,  including  2  district  nurses. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  City  Waterworks,  established  1884-85,  are  situated  at 
Lumley  Moor,  about  7  miles  from  Ripon.  The  gathering  ground, 
which  is  not  owned  by  the  Corporation,  has  an  area  of  713  acres, 
and  the  capacity  of  the  impounding  reservoir  is  88,000,000  gallons, 
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Filtration  is  carried  out  by  means  of  two  sand  filters  and 
three  mechanical  filters.  The  capacity  of  the  filters  is  900,600 
gallons  per  day.  A  hardening  plant  is  installed  to  increase  the 
natural  hardness  of  the  water,  and  it  then  flows  by  gravitation 
to  Whitefields  Service  Reservoir  (uncovered)  for  distribution  to 
all  parts  of  the  City. 


Extensions. 

No  important  extensions  have  been  made  to  the  water  mains 
during  the  year. 


Quality. 

The  quality  of  the  filtered  water  is  satisfactory  on  leaving 
the  filters. 

Occasional  complaints  by  consumers  of  deposit  occurring 
in  the  water  during  the  summer  months,  have  been  found  to  be 
due  to  exposure  of  the  filtered  water  in  the  uncovered  service 
reservoir  at  Whitefields,  coupled  with  incrustation  in  the  mains. 

During  the  year  one  section  of  water  main  was  relaid  but 
no  further  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  covering  in  of 
Whitefields  reservoir. 

From  time  to  time  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  details  of  which  are 
given  in  the  accompanying  tables.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
samples  taken  from  the  town  mains  were  in  all  cases  satisfactory. 

Two  other  samples  were  taken,  one  from  St.  Wilfrid’s  Well, 
Mallorie  Park  Drive,  and  one  from  a  domestic  well.  The  first 
showed  the  water  to  be  a  typical  spring  water  of  a  hard  nature, 
safe  for  drinking  ;  while  the  second  showed  some  form  of  pollu¬ 
tion  as  may  be  expected  from  a  well  so  located.  This  water  is, 
nevertheless,  reported  as  reasonably  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 
Careful  observation  will  be  kept  on  this  water  as  a  source  of 
domestic  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  under  review  considerable  improvements 
have  been  effected  in  this  direction.  For  many  years  the  sewage 
works  had  been  unsatisfactory,  the  land  being  overloaded  and 
purification  hampered.  During  1936,  however,  extensions  were 
commenced  and  these  were  completed  and  put  into  operation 
towards  the  end  of  1937. 
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The  extensions  comprise  new  works  for  screening,  sedimen¬ 
tation  and  filtering  and  include  two  new  bacteria  beds,  humus 
tank  and  complete  underdraining  of  existing  land  filter  beds. 

The  works  are  now  capable  of  dealing  with  the  whole  of  the 
discharge  from  the  City’s  sewers  and  the  effluent  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board. 

Main  sewers  have  been  extended  in  the  Palace  Road  and 
Kirkby  Road  districts  for  new  properties.  Sewers  are  under 
consideration  for  certain  portions  of  the  City  which  still  require 
sewering. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  work  in  connection  with  rivers  and  streams  in  this  district 
is  undertaken  by  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board.  Inspections 
are,  however,  made  by  officers  of  the  Health  Department  but 
during  the  year  no  cause  for  complaint  has  been  observed. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Only  3  privies  and  3  pail  closets  now  remain  in  the  City,  and 
these  are  situated  in  positions  not  served  by  public  sewers. 

All  remaining  closets  are  on  water  carriage.

SHOPS. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  with  regard 
to  the  above  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  only  public  swimming  baths  in  Ripon  are  the  Spa  Baths 
which  are  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Being  of  modern  construc¬ 
tion  and  including  filtration  and  chlorination  processes  they 
provide  ample  means  for  the  maintenance  of  pure  water  in  the 
bath. 
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One  sample  of  the  bath  water  was  taken  at  the  height  of  the 
season,  the  result  being  most  satisfactory.  This  confirms  my 
remarks  regarding  the  efficient  management  of  the  baths,  as  the 
sample  is  one  of  a  series  of  highly  satisfactory  reports.  Details 
of  the  sample  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  previous  reports 
are  given  in  the  following  table  : —

The  Bacteriologist  reports  that  from  bacteriological  standards 
this  water  would  be  judged  as  being  highly  suitable  for  drinking 
and  other  domestic  purposes. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  year  many  inspections  have  been  made  for  the 
purpose  of  discovering  infestations  of  vermin.  Surprise  visits 
have  been  made  to  blocks  of  property  on  the  Corporation  Estates. 
The  results  have  been  very  pleasing,  in  that  few  houses  required 
action  for  the  eradication  of  vermin.  The  number  of  houses

Methods  Employed. 

Infested  houses. 

The  method  employed  consists  of  the  following  procedure  : 
All  loose  wallpaper  is  stripped  from  the  walls,  carpets  and  linoleum 
are  raised  from  the  floor  and  left  in  the  room,  skirting  boards, 
architraves,  window  mouldings  and  similar  fittings  are  removed 
from  their  positions  and  also  left  in  the  room.  Stoothing  walls 
are  punctured  in  two  places  to  allow  circulation  of  the  gaseous 
fumigant  in  the  cavity.  Flues,  ventilators  and  windows  are  then 
sealed  with  gummed  paper. 
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Badly  infested  bedding  is  either  treated  in  a  steam  disin¬ 
fector  or  destroyed.  Pictures  are  particularly  examined  and  if 
necessary  dismantled  and  cleansed. 

The  room  and  contents  are  thoroughly  sprayed  with  a  prop¬ 
rietary  liquid  insecticide,  particular  care  being  taken  with 
woodwork  joints  and  cracked  wallplaster.  A  gaseous  fumigant, 
also  proprietary,  is  placed  in  a  metal  container  in  the  room,  and 
ignited.  The  door  is  closed  and  sealed  and  the  room  is  left  thus 
for  a  minimum  of  eight  hours.  The  fumigation  is  repeated  twice 
at  intervals  of  ten  days. 

If  the  infestation  extends  to  more  than  one  room,  the 
occupants  of  the  house,  if  possible,  vacate  the  house  and  the  house 
is  sealed  in  its  entirety. 

Investigations  are  also  made  of  the  adjoining  houses  and, 
if  necessary,  similar  treatment  is  accorded  them. 

The  method  as  described  has  been  found  to  be  very  successful 
and  further  re-inspections  in  each  case  have  failed  to  reveal  evidence 
of  continued  infestation. 

In  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  invoke  the  provisions 
of  section  83  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  regarding  disinfestation 
of  verminous  premises. 


Before  removal  to  Corporation  Houses. 

All  removals  from  condemned  houses  are  subject  to  stringent 
precautions  to  prevent  the  transfer  of  verminous  material  to  new 
houses. 

Furniture  is  examined  in  the  old  house  and  articles  that 
are  heavily  infested  are  destoyed  if  possible.  All  other  household 
effects,  excluding  foodstuffs  and  bedding,  are  packed  in  gas  tight 
vans  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  removed  to  the  Corporation 
Depot,  where  they  are  fumigated  with  hydrogen-cyanide  for  a 
period  of  at  least  four  hours. 

Bedding  is  treated  in  a  steam  disinfector  and  mattresses 
with  a  proprietar}/  non- poisonous  gaseous  fumigant. 

Contractors  are  employed  only  for  the  purpose  of  the  actual 
fumigations  by  hydrogen-cyanide. 
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Measures  taken  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

The  necessity  of  continued  vigilance  is  impressed  on  the 
occupiers  of  infested  houses  and  to  this  end  it  is  advised  that  all 
rooms  and  bedsteads  should  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  from  time 
to  time  with  a  solution  of  hot  water,  soap  and  paraffin. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
is  satisfactory,  although  some  of  the  school  buildings  are  old  and 
badly  planned.

REPORT  ON  OVERCROWDING  IN  THE  CITY, 
DECEMBER  31st,  1937. 

The  final  survey  of  the  City  for  overcrowding  purposes  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  as  the  original  survey  report 
made  in  the  Spring  of  1936  is  considerably  amended,  this  report 
is  presented  to  indicate  the  true  situation  at  the  present  time. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  houses  have  been 
measured  to  obtain  the  “Permitted  Number”  which  is  required 
by  Section  62  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  to  be  entered  in  the  rent 
books  of  all  working  class  dwellings,  and  statistics  revealed  by 
this  survey  together  with  the  figures  for  the  1936  survey  are 
appended.

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A  short  hypothesis  may  now  be  given  on  the  abatement  of 
the  overcrowding.  It  is  assumed  that  the  overcrowding  of  the 
houses  in  the  Five  Year  Programme  will  be  abated  by  clearance 
of  the  areas. 

Considering  the  overcrowding  in  the  City,  the  two  larger 
families  can  be  rehoused  on  the  Corporation  Estates  as  suitable 
vacancies  occur  and  the  two  smaller  families  (assuming  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  owners  of  the  houses  and  the  families  concerned 
can  be  obtained)  could  be  rehoused  in  the  other  two  houses  vacated. 
As  this  method  is  very  difficult  in  practice  it  may  be  necessary 
to  rehouse  all  four  families  on  the  Corporation  Estates. 

The  overcrowding  on  the  Corporation  Estates  presents  rather 
more  difficulty  as  it  will  be  observed  from  the  table  that  there 
are  six  families  of  six  persons  and  three  families  of  six  and  a  half 
persons  overcrowded,  the  remaining  twelve  families  consisting 
of  more  than  six  and  a  half  persons. 

A  small  amount  of  abatement  by  transfer  of  tenancies  will 
be  possible.  At  the  moment  it  would  appear  that  seventeen 
houses  should  be  built,  but  this  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  as 
definite  proposals  for  transfer  cannot  be  formulated  without 
considering  varying  rents  on  the  Estate  and  personal  preferences 
of  tenants  for  certain  districts  of  the  Estate.  It  must,  however, 
be  borne  in  mind  that  rents  of  any  new  houses  are  not  known  and 
this  point  should  be  considered  at  the  same  time  as  the  rents  of 
the  present  larger  type  of  house  are  discussed. 

Overcrowding — ‘ ' Permitted  Numbers.’ ’ 

Regarding  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  relating 
to  overcrowding,  although  much  publicity  was  given  to  this  matter 
only  31  owners  availed  themselves  of  section  62  and  requested  the 
"permitted  numbers"  in  respect  of  292  houses.  As  this  represented 
only  22%  of  the  number  of  houses  measured,  it  was  decided  to 
assist  other  owners  to  discharge  their  liabilities  under  the  Act 
by  issuing  certificates  giving  the  permitted  numbers  of  all  houses 
measured.

Considering  the  dimensions  of  the  housing  programme  these 
figures  appear  small,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  they  do 
not  represent  the  full  housing  work  of  the  year.  Four  Ministry 
of  Health  Inquiries  were  held  regarding  3  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  and  7  Clearance  Orders.  These  Orders,  which  embraced 
123  houses  occupied  by  383  persons,  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
with  very  slight  modifications.  The  Minister  directed  that  payment 
of  compensation  in  respect  of  well  maintained  houses  be  made  in 
8  cases.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  so  many  owners  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  appearing  before  the  Corporation  and  came 
to  agreements  regarding  their  property.  The  seven  houses  referred 
to  were  not  only  saved  from  demolition  or  closing,  but  were  made 
into  very  satisfactory  dwellings. 
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Rehousing. 

At  the  end  of  1937  there  were  104  families  residing  in  houses 
in  respect  of  which  demolition  orders  and  closing  orders  were 
operative.  This  is  the  unfortunate  result  of  the  Corporation’s 
failure  to  obtain  suitable  sites  for  the  provision  of  new  houses. 
The  consequence  of  this  is  stagnation  of  the  five-year  programme. 


As  a  result  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  confirmed  the 
Corporation  now  owns  3  areas  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
new  houses,  but  action  in  respect  of  these  is  at  a  standstill  owing 
to  the  inability  to  rehouse  the  families  at  present  occupying  the 
houses  on  the  sites. 


It  may  also  be  remarked  that  owing  to  high  building  costs 
the  Minister  of  Health  refused  to  sanction  a  loan  for  the  erection 
of  18  Bungalows  and  Houses  on  the  Alma  Estate. 

It  is  essential  that  building  should  take  place  as  soon  as  possible, 
to  allow  completion  of  the  five-year  programme,  and  to  avoid 
the  possibility  of  financial  loss  owing  to  the  amendation  of  housing 
subsidies,  which  is  proposed  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  January, 
1939. 

To  this  end  it  is  necessary  to  provide  approximately  250 
new  houses. 


Housing  Repairs. 

During  the  year  52  detailed  specifications  were  issued  under 
formal  and  informal  notices,  requiring  the  repair  of  dwelling- 
houses.  Three  of  these  were  complied  with  and  works  are  in 
progress  in  respect  of  39  others. 


A  certain  amount  of  delay  was  experienced  in  the  carrying 
out  of  this  work,  owing  to  local  contractors  being  fulty  occupied 
with  other  building  works. 


SECTION  E. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  done  to  maintain  a  clean 
milk  supply.  The  cowsheds  and  dairies  within  the  City  are  inspected 
regularly.  Details  of  this  work  of  administration  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  are  given 
in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  five  Registered  and  five  Licenced  Slaughterhouses 
in  the  City  ;  some  of  the  Registered  ones  are  old  buildings  situated 
in  bad  positions,  they  are,  however,  kept  clean.  The  total  of 
ten  slaughterhouses  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  number  of  animals 
dealt  with.  The  meat  is  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector  who 
is  a  qualified  Veterinary  Surgeon,  and  the  inspection  of  other  foods 
is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  are  qualified  Meat 
and  Foods  Inspectors.  Particulars  of  the  amount  of  meat  con¬ 
demned  and  surrendered  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Meat 
Inspector,  and  inspections  of  slaughterhouses  etc.,  are  given  in 
the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

Action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928, 
the  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929,  the  Public  Health  (Condensed 
Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  the  Public  Health  (Dried  Milk) 
Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  and  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives, 
etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1927,  is  carried  out  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council. 


(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

The  services  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  laboratories 
are  utilised  for  this  work.  Arrangements  are  also  in  force  with 
Dr.  S.  Miller,  of  Harrogate,  regarding  any  special  examinations 
necessary. 

On  receipt  of  a  complaint,  an  investigation  was  made  re¬ 
garding  a  deposit  of  blue  powder  on  a  head  of  celery.  The 
specimen  was  submitted  for  Chemical  and  microscopical  examination, 
but  no  harmful  substance  was  found.

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There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  As  the  cases  consisted  of  adults 
and  children  of  varying  ages,  the  latter  attending  different  schools, 
and  the  cases  occurred  at  sporadic  intervals,  no  predominant 
causative  factor  was  discovered  to  account  for  the  increased  number 
of  cases.  Diphtheria  was,  however,  very  prevalent  in  neighbouring 
large  towns.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  only  four  cases  occurred, 

Of  the  17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  11  were  of  school  age,  and, 
of  these,  3  cases  had  received  3  doses  of  T.A.M.  about  2  years 
previously.  These  “immunised”  cases  were  notably  mild  and 
made  rapid  recoveries. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  and  all 
cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  with  the  exception  of  one  Scarlet 
Fever  case. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation . 

This  work  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  1934  and  im¬ 
munisation  was  offered  to  all  children  attending  elementary  schools. 
Out  of  a  school  population  of  1,125  a  total  of  769  received  either 
3  doses  of  T.A.M.  or  one  dose  of  A.P.T.,  within  the  first  six  months — 
viz.  :  68%.  In  succeeding  years  all  children  were  offered  im¬ 
munisation  on  their  first  entry  to  the  schools  and  about  60% 
were  treated  ;  at  first,  one  dose  of  0.5  m.l.  A.P.T.  was  given, 
but  latterly  the  treatment  consisted  of  two  doses  of  0.1  m.l.  and 
0.5  m.l.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report,  which 
is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  the  year  1937. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Irving,  who  had  been  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  a  period  of  eleven  years,  resigned  and  took  up  an  appointment 
with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  I  commenced  my  duties 
on  the  22nd  February,  1937. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  steadily  increasing  due 
principally  to  housing  and  overcrowding  activities  and  to  new 
legislation. 

Regarding  housing,  a  large  amount  of  work  was  done  in 
respect  of  clearance  areas  and  four  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries 
were  held  for  the  consideration  of  eleven  clearance  and  compulsory 
purchase  orders.  The  measurement  of  1,350  houses  to  obtain 
the  “permitted  numbers’'  required  by  the  overcrowding  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act,  was  carried  out,  and  following  this  a  com¬ 
mencement  was  made  on  detailed  inspections  of  dwelling-houses 
for  the  purpose  of  repair.  These  were  made  possible  by  the 
stagnation  of  the  Housing  Programme,  as  it  was  considered  in¬ 
advisable  to  proceed  further  in  this  direction  owing  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration’s  inability  to  provide  re-housing  facilities. 

I  should  like  to  comment  on  the  benefits  which  have  accrued 
from  the  new  office  accommodation  provided  during  the  year. 
This,  together  with  the  adequate  staff,  has  enabled  the  Department 
to  function  better,  as  the  efficient  unit  it  should  be  to  carry  out 
the  many  duties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Department  in  the 
supervision  of  public  health. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation 
and  advice  which  has  been  particularly  valuable  during  my  first 
year  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  As  no  work  of  mine  could  be 
completely  successful  without  efficient  and  willing  assistance, 
1  also  express  my  appreciation  to  my  staff  for  their  valued  work 
during  the  year.

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In  addition  to  the  above  lists  of  inspections  made  and  works 
carried  out,  1,059  inter  views  were  granted  to  people  of  varied  callings 
regarding  many  subjects.  These  included  complaints,  applications 
for  Corporation  houses,  housing  repairs  and  demolitions,  licences, 
Shops  Acts  and  general  legal  questions. 

SHOPS. 

Power  to  prescribe  the  heating,  ventilation  and  sanitary 
accommodation  is  given  to  the  local  authority  by  the  Shops  Act, 
1934,  and  in  the  administration  of  this  Act  40  visits  were  paid 
during  1937.  Various  suggestions  were  made  with  respect  to 
heating  and  ventilation  and  subsequent  inspections  will  reveal 
the  benefits  accrued  therefrom. 

Many  visits  were  also  paid  in  pursuance  of  legislation  regarding 
the  closing  of  shops  at  the  hours  prescribed.  Particular  attention 
was  paid  to  Exhibitions  visiting  the  City  and  which  were  actually 
travelling  markets. 

A  large  number  of  interviews  were  granted  to  persons  affected 
by  Shops  Acts  for  purpose  of  explaining  the  practical  application 
of  the  extensive  and  involved  legislation  now  in  operation  for 
the  control  of  shops. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Throughout  the  year  action  has  been  taken  under  the  byelaws 
relating  to  smoke  abatement.  Six  observations  of  a  half  hour 
each  were  made  and  as  a  consequence  five  cautions  were  issued. 
It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  in  any  instance.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  administration  of  the  above  Act  has  been  delegated  by 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  to  Ripon  Corporation. 

In  pursuance  of  complaints  thirty-three  premises  were  visited 
and  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  methods  to  be  adopted  to 
secure  clearance  of  the  infestations. 

Public  interest  was  further  stimulated  during  the  first  week 
of  November,  which  was  National  Rat  Week,  by  means  of  posters 
and  press  notices  in  the  local  newspapers.  In  addition  2,500 
handbills  were  distributed  to  householders  emphasising  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  problem,  explaining  the  law  on  the  subject  and 
offering  the  co-operation  of  the  Health  Department  in  their  efforts 
to  rid  premises  of  rats. 

As  a  result  of  this  publicity  applications  were  received  for 
assistance  and  ratcatchers  employed  by  the  Health  Department 
visited  twenty-nine  premises,  killing  one  hundred  and  thirty  rats. 
In  cases  of  slight  infestation  advice  was  given  and  suitable  poison 
given  free  of  charge. 

I  am  not  in  favour  of  limiting  the  concerted  destruction  of 
rats  to  one  week  in  the  year  and  in  consequence  I  have  arranged 
for  systematic  action  to  be  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(A.)  MILK. 

Twenty  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  classified  results.

A  careful  study  of  the  above  table  will  indicate  to  a  large 
extent  the  high  standard  of  the  samples.  It  will  be  observed 
that  12  samples  (within  the  heavy  line)  are  of  equal  quality  to  some 
designated  milks,  as  respects  Bacteriological  Examination.

In  eight  cases  letters  of  warning  were  sent  regarding  samples 
within  and  without  the  heavy  line  of  the  table  ;  this  is  due  to 
the  absence  of  any  standards  for  ordinary  milk,  and  while  a  sample 
may  be  satisfactory  in  respect  of  Bacillus  Coliform  and  bacteria 
count,  the  type  of  organisms  present  may  justify  the  issue  of  a 
warning.  This  is  instanced  by  the  presence,  in  one  apparently 
satisfactory  sample,  of  thermophylic  organisms,  the  propagation 
of  which  is  encouraged  and  not  inhibited  by  the  application  of 
heat  below  sterilization  point,  and  the  inference  is,  therefore, 
that  utensils  have  not  been  effectively  sterilized.  In  these  eight 
cases  further  samples  were  taken  and  marked  improvement 
was  found  to  have  resulted. 

Two  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  also  procured 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  each  case 
the  samples  conformed  to  the  standard  prescribed  in  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

The  sampling  of  milk  for  quality  and  for  examination  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  is  carried  out  by  the  West  Riding

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act  but  several  warnings 
were  given  regarding  minor  contraventions.  In  particular  it 
is  a  frequent  contravention  of  the  Act  for  milk  retailers  in  the 
City  not  to  have  their  names  and  addresses  inscribed  on  the  vehicle 
from  which  they  sell  milk. 

Summary  proceedings  were,  however,  instituted  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  against  4  milk  producers  in  respect 
of  non-compliance  with  articles  22  and  23  which  prescribe  the 
cleansing  of  cowsheds  and  cows.  Fines  were  imposed  as  follows  : — 

(1)  £15  and  2  guineas  costs. 

(2)  £3  and  2  guineas  costs. 

(3)  £2  and  1  guinea  costs. 

(4)  £2  and  1  guinea  costs. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  while  improvement  can  yet  be 
effected,  these  proceedings  have  resulted  in  a  higher  standard 
of  milk  production  in  the  City.  This  is  an  end  worthy  of 
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achievement  as  milk  can  be  a  valuable  food  or  a  dangerous 
commodity  according  to  the  methods  of  production  and  distribution.

Routine  inspections  of  the  above  revealed  that  a  good  standard 
is  being  maintained.  Several  verbal  notices  were  given  regarding 
cleanliness  of  premises  and  refrigerators,  and  action  was  also  taken 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  to  secure  the 
proper  protection  of  meat  on  stalls  in  the  Market  Square  and  the 
inscription  of  the  butchers’  names  on  the  stalls. 

Premises  (Food  Preparation). 

Satisfactory  hygienic  conditions  are  maintained  in  the  majority 
of  the  above  premises.  Particular  attention  is  paid  on  inspection 
to  the  protection  of  food  from  contamination  by  flies,  and  the 
provision  of  fine  gauze  was  required  in  several  instances.  Flies 
are  potential  carriers  of  disease  and  are  too  often  ignored  in  the 
manufacture,  storage  and  display  of  foodstuffs.

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

House  and  trade  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  Corporation 
Staff,  the  vehicles  used  being  one  2  ton  motor  lorry,  and 
one  horse  drawn  cart.  The  average  haul  is  1J  miles.  Refuse  is 
removed  from  dwelling-houses  weekly  and,  in  the  case  of  the  larger 
hotels,  as  often  as  three  times  each  week  during  the  summer. 
Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  owned  by  the  Corporation. 

The  following  table  gives  the  detailed  results  for  the  year  and 
figures  are  included  to  show  a  comparison  between  Ripon  City 
and  other  towns  of  similar  size.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
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statistics  for  Ripon  City  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
of  other  towns  and  are  indicative  of  our  efforts  to  combine  effic¬ 
iency  with  economy  in  this  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  costs  for 
1938  will  be  even  more  favourable  as  it  is  not  anticipated  that 
the  items  encountered  during  1937  for  extensive  repairs  to  the  lorry 
will  be  repeated.
